1 . ERADICATION AND INTERDICTION SUMMARY: 

A. ALL ERADICATION PERSONNEL ARE BEING CONCENTRATED AT 
THE ADVANCE BASES AT SAN JOSE DEL LLANO AND CHOIX, 

SINALOA, AND AT TOPIA, DURANGO. SINALOA AND DURANGO HAVE 
BREN DECLARED TERMINATED AND CHIHUAHUA IS EXPECTED TO 
BE FINISHED BY APRIL 26, 1975. 

B. INTERDICTION OF 15 KILOS OF HEROIN AT TIJUANA, BAJA 
CALIFORNIA, LED TO THE ARREST OE SEVERAL SINALOA RESIDENTS 
AND THE SEIZURE OF SEVERAL AIR TAXIS AT CULIACAN, LOS MOCHIS, 
AND CHIHUAHUA. COMPLETE DETAILS ARE OUTLINED IN THE 
INTERDICTION SECTION OE THE WPR. 
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C. A RAPID DE-ESCALATION IS TAKING PLACE THROUGHOUT THE 
EOUR-STATE AREA WITH MANY TRANSEERS AND RETURN-HOME ORDERS 
BEING ISSUED DAILY TO MFJP AGENTS, PILOTS, MECHANICS, ETC. 

D. THE EULL COMPLEMENT OE SPARE HELICOPTER PARTS AND U.S. 
SUPPLIED ARMS STILL HAS NOT ARRIVED IN CULIACAN AND NO 
EXPLANATIONS HAVE BEEN OEEERED.

C. INTERDICTION STATISTICS EOR WEEK 

(NOTE: DURING THIS REPORTING PERIOD ONE EXTREMELY IMPORTANT 
CASE WAS MADE IN TIJUANA, BAJA CALIFORNIA, BASED ON 
INEORMATION SUPPLIED BY THE SAN DIEGO DISTRICT OFEICE. 
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FIFTEEN KILOS OF HEROIN, 1.8 KILOS OF COCAINE, AND 100,000 
BARBITURATES WERE SEIZED AND NUMEROUS ARRESTS AND DETENTIONS 
WERE LATER EFFECTED IN THE STATE OF SINALOA. MANY OF THE 
SUBJECTS OE THE CASE WERE OWNERS, OPERATORS, OR ASSOCIATES OF 
AN AIR TAXI SERVICE, AEROLINEAS CHAVEZ, WHICH OPERATES IN THE 
TRI-STATE AREA OF CHIHUAHUA, DURANGO, AND SINALOA. AEROLINEAS 
CHAVEZ AS WELL AS OTHER AIR-TAXI SERVICES HAS BEEN SUSPECTED 
BY CLEARVIEW PERSONNEL AS BEING HEAVILY INVOLVED IN THE 
TRANSPORTING OF NARCOTICS FROM THE SINALOA AREA TO THE U.S. 
BORDER. AEROLINEAS CHAVEZ'S PARTICIPATION IN THIS CASE TENDS 
TO PROVE THESE SUSPICIONS. OTHER CASE-RELATED SEIZURES MADE 
IN CULIACAN, SINALOA, LOS MOCHIS, SINALOA, AND CHIHUAHUA,
